“y examination had be be more hasty that I'd havo lllcod, but did exunlno 
the shirt In a looked srchlTO under very bright fluorescent lights and then, briefly.

expected a much darker total effect than I got .rhen I first saw It as It 
wss being withdrawn froia the heavy tlpmapsrent bag In which It Is kept Inalde a 
menlle envelope, I got 0 very pronounced gold effect. This w/is true under both lights, 
end the void effect was not diminished under natural light tno sun). I expected, from 
thle otron» Impression, to find that the gold glittered whan I got It close, as though 
it had a fine mstellic hfroad in It. It does not. There ore dorked^pstchos, and they 
have 8 purplish-black i^sot from a alight distance, with aug -cstlon of Irrldia- 
oense. But this also Is e deception, I also expected to <lial( u dark brown cloth with 
a gold flack ruru.la.; through it. ■'•bis, again. Is not true. The nsterial Is o q^ita 
thin thing between the fibres of which It Is raade. The fibres are sbdut 1/10 inch 
thick «Qd woven together like a fine grass rant, but not In o crlescrosa* Light 
readily shows between these fibres. It Is eotuslly e very light-weight shirt, I would it 
ssy the colors ore brown and gold, with s sometimes black cf act do plte the f/ict that 
none of tha brown Is that dark. I caaiot explain It, obnson noted this and sgrsed with 
my observstlons. It Is rosily s brown with s yellow fleck. There ore black threads. 

You can ferl ths raised effect of these rather thick fibres on e thin or light-weight 
shirt. The fibres also run oroeswsys. In the case of the gold. The buttons ore clear 
plastic but a lit‘le cloudy, ''■bey are a) Ightly larger than ^es/j-shlrt buttons, about 
the size of -sork-shlrt buttons. They ere e lit le thl ck^ wltlTbut o tepered edge. 

Sose the exhibit shows alsalng are, and ths visible tufts of threod where they were 
ere bb la the nlcture# 

There ore two good-alzed breast pockets, 'vfithout flap or bottons. There ore 
four sets of Initials st the top, in both indelible pencil and rod.

The top button fastens not with s iiufonhole but with a fairly thick

only S l(*tly frsyed, as It also le, very slightly, nloug tha edge whore the button- 
hol Is. The sleeves era sll.thtly pleated wnenc they Join the ouf , Here there wss 
a flat, ro ndish blob hboat a qu/iPter of an inch la size auggestlng w«x. It was 
firmly afochad. There we/o several much smaller pstcheo of tha same or slmllnr ' 

elsewhere fcn the ohirt. This, 1 believe. Is on the rl.ht cuff. The sm/mer on-ss 1 not- 
iced re on the body of tho shirt. 



Both botwora buttonholes are torn, the lower one more* It ia now a tout an 
Inch lon,* 5 . ^nterfiDtinrly enourjh, the ralnfofclng threads usually woven or stitched 
around the edges are not there# These are so enlart'ed it would seem that the shirt 
could not stay buttone t as the picture sev?nia to show it to be# If this hnp ©nod nt 
the theater In the stru/- Ic, what then happened to the ro in forcemeats heB^the 
lowest buttonhole is the shirt is also torn tn the inside# IM say from the profunditity 
of my ignoranoo that ia its day this was not a cheap shirtj / geiag on the workmanship# 

There are also maricings on the bottom ani on the inildc# Thors is an 
encircled ^ followed by the numbers 12-18-63, There is VD and OTP or F# There is 
also whfjt ni^t be chilled e poir of F*s backed up and pivoting a bit from the bottom#*^ 
The ri«;ht sleeve ia tom obout 9 inches from the cuff, not v/here the elbow should be# 

It ia a spot that had be^n darned and is tom above the darned place# it possible 
that th tear coincides with p& rt of the patch, ca it is that it begins «t the end 
of the patch. 

There la no visible evidence that the shirt ma laundered after it was 
worn# It is well wrinjjled, yet much of this could be ettri bated to the manner in 
which it is stored in e plastic pouch about 0x9, perhr^ps sli rhtly larger# I detected 
no odor* The oollsr sug ‘est that it 7.03 not well ironed when last it was laundered. 
Toward the points it is more wrinkled ond to the feel s-seme a lif.le thicker, perhaps 
beoauwe of this#

Aside from my artist who hoard it and belatedly phoned my wife so she heard part of 
it, I heard comriient from noone at all today, including soue of the butter known 
correspondents who I saw. The Archive people, where he was briefly yesterday, perhaps 
80 he could say ha’d ^oen there, implying he worked there, dldn’ t evon know he was on 
the air. He thinks so little of his record he didn t give them e copy. He was on the 
same late-night show I was on -Friday. Only my artist, who again heard it only by 
av!cident (and only part) commented on it at all# ^e hes attracte no attention, no 
mention in tbe press here. KCBS (Harve Morgan Show) played thi record L.st week# They 
got not a single phone cell on it. They called mo tonight ond I’m broadcasting on 
kianchester (The Revolving .Vhltewash is the record, the iinofficial Whitewash is Man. in 
my own ncnoaclature) ond the record, if they want to go in to that. I did get comment 
on Man, today, ell violently negative, but from iuforzred people The correspondents 
were aghast at the sheer literary incompetence and irresponsibility. Penn and LA Just 
called, helng known nothing until I wrote xheia Sat a.ra. The Batman and Robin pictures 
were put up by the kids. They ere net too disturbed, but aro surprl:;:ed because Sch.
